The drift of leather scraps In which he 
Sat came up to his waist. ther chil- 
dren of the neighborhood were playing 
around him. He scarcely looked at 
them. He had to work hard all the 
time, from early morning till late at 
night to earn 50 cents a day, and with- 
vut that 50 cents-he-could-not eat. 

This boy was one of a family of six 
deserted children. It is unlikely that 
his name will even be famous, but he is 
i hero nevertheless, a very great hero, 
and his bigger brother is a hero, and 
his sister, a little ldrger than he, is a 
herctne. 

Little Toilers Pay Bills. 

These six children have lived alone 
since early last winter, and Joe, 15 years 
vld; Tina, 14, and John, 12, have sup- 
ported all of them, paying the rent, 
buying the groceries and clothing and 
coal. They could not pay for light, 
that was too expensive. 

“Where is your father? was asked of 
the little boy as he sat in the leather 
scraps Monday. 


“I don’t know,’ was his answer. He 


just looked up and kept on working. 


“I don’t know. He don’t live with us.’’ 

“When did he go away?” 

“Eight years ago. He ran away from 
home. That’s all I know.’”’ 

‘‘Where’s your mother?” 

‘In the hospital. She went there last 
winter.”’ 

Unaided Through Winter. 
The name of this family is Jarzombek. 


Until Monday there were six children 
living in two rooms at the Blair avenue 


house. They "were Joe, Tina, John, An- 
nie, who is 9 years old, Thereba, 8, and 
Frank 5. 

All last winter and all this spring 
and summer they lived there. 

Joe works in a shoe store and makes 
$6 a week. Fourteen-year-old Tina 
works in a skirt factory and earns $4 
a week. John works at home, and 
makes $3 a week. 

With this $13 a week they paid $7.50 
a month rent and bought groceries, 
shoes, clothing and fuel. 

After factory hours Joe and Tina came 
home and cooked supper and washed 
the dishes. They had only two beds. 
Joe and John slept in one. Tina and 
the threo younger children slept in the 
other. 

After sleeping in such a bed with three 
children, she has to get up and pre- 
pare breakfast, then work all day in 
the skirt factory.

One Acquaintance Thinks He 
Went Ashore When Stop 
Was Made. 


The golice have as yet obtained no 
clew as to the whereabouts of Clyde 
Diamond, a sailor on the United States 
Cruiser Newark, who disappeared from 
the steamer Cape Girardeau between 2 
and 6 a. m. Monday, while going from 
the Cape to St. Louis. It is feared that 
he fell overboard and was drowned. 


One theory of the sailor’s friends is 
that he jumped overboard to swim 
ashore with some object in view. 

Diamond had been in the navy for 
four years, and was in St. Louis on a 
two months’ furlough, which ends next 
week. Running short of money, he ac- 
cepted a proposition from Charles E. 
Hartels, president of the Imperial Fil- 
ter Co,, 210 North Fourth street, to as- 
sist him on a job in Cape Girardeau. 
They left St. Louis last Monday. 

The work finished, Hartels, Diamond 
and his fellow workman, George Wick- 
ham, took the Saturday night boat for 
St. Louis. Sunday they spent in the 
company of several girls who were mak- 
ing the trip. Among them were Selma 
and Ida Ebler, of 1418 Benton street; 
Miss Eliza Payne, Miss Katie and Miss 
Nona Ash, whose addresses are not 
known. ee 

Spoke to Salesman. 

Lee Wilson, a traveling salesman for 
a St. Louis hatter, saw Diamend. Mr. 
Wilson said to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I did not have two words with Dia- 
mond while we were on the boat,’’ said 
Mr. Wilson, “‘and would not know him 
if I should see him on the street. Mon- 
day night about 10 o’clock a man whom 
I have since been told was Diamond 
came to me as I was talking with a 
lady, and asked me to have a drink 
with him. I refused. He walked away 
without saying anything more. This 
was absolutely all the conversation I 
had with the man.” 

Mr. Wilson’s statement is corroborat- 
ed by Mr. Martels, in whose employ 
Diamond was. 

“I am certain that Diamond was seen 
in the cabin after Mr. Wilson went to 
bed,”” said Mr. Martels. ‘“‘Wilson re- 
tired between 1 and 2 a. m. Monday, 
and Diamond was seen on deck after 
2 o’clock by one of the boathands. 

“Wickham was with Diamond, but 
went to bed. Diamond went down to 
the bar and drank with a young man 
whom I saw in St. Louis Monday, but 
whom I do not know. Then the two 
went and lay down upon the grain 
sacks on the bottom deck. 


Hears a Crash. 

“About 1 o’cleck the night officer of 
the boat heard a crash in the hold and 
went down to investigate. He found 
Diamond picking himself up, as he 
had rolled in his sleep off the sacks, 
and struck the rail. 

‘Great Scott,’ the officer says Dia- 
mond remarked, ‘I nearly broke down 
that rail.’ 

“At the officer’s advice, Diamond and 
hig companion went upstairs. Diamond 
went to his berth, where Wickham, his 
cabinmate, says he saw him remove his 
coat and hat. 

“Diamond then went again into the 
cabin, ordered some stogies and went 
to sleep with his head on the cabin 
table. Waking up not long after, he 
missed the hat which he had forgotten 
he-left in his berth, and remarked that 
he was going to find “Texas,’ he called 
Wilson, from his home {n Dallas, and 
see what had become of his ‘hat.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3s.—Determined 
as the Government is to prosecute the 
Standard Oil Co. to the full limit of 
the law, it has no such designs upon 
the railroads which gave the rebates 
to the trust. That is not the Govern- 
ment program at all. 

In directing District Attorney Sims to 
impanel a special grand jury to indict 
the Chicago & Alton, Judge Landis has 
taken a step the administration is dis- 
posed to regret. Its attitude is due to 
the fact that it was through the rail- 
roads that the evidence was obtained 
which enabled the prosecution of the 
Standard Oil Co. on such a large num- 
her of counts. 

The investigation made by the Bureau 
of Corporations established the fact that 
the Standard Oil Co. acted the part of 
a highwayman toward the railroads, 
just as it did toward thé people. It 
forced them to grant rebates by declar- 
ing they would get no business if the 
regular tariff were applied, and that 
their competitors would be given all 
the shipments. : 

District Attorney Sims has been in- 
formed of the view of the authorities 
here, and it is not expected he will pro- 
ceed against the Chicago & Alton and 
other railroads involved in the counts 
yet to be disposed of with the same 
grim earnestness he displayed in his 
attack upcn the oil corporation. Of 
course, the Government had no control 
over Judge Landis on this matter, but 
if it had had there is little doubt it 
would have advised against prosecution 
of the railroads. 

In the case of the Alton, it is highly 
probeble, if the cases are brought into 
court, that the Government will sug- 
gets the imovosition of the minimum 
rather than the maximum fines. But 
even this would be a tremendous pen- 
alty. It is estimated it would aggre- 
wate $75,980,000. The authorities here do 
not believe for a moment that the Su- 
preme Court will reduce the fine on 
the ground that the punishment is cruel 
or unusual.

LAX COUNTY OFFICIALS. 

Quo warranto proceedings to oust lax officials 
in St. Louis County will not infringe upon the 
principle of home rule. The primary opportunity 
of home rule ig to elect public officers who will 
respect their oaths and enforce the law. When 
the people are imposed upon by a set of officials 
in whom they have been mistaken, however, it 
is no more nor less than a proper expression of 
home rule to invoke the executive arm of the 
State Government in behalf of law enforcement, 
and to that end the removal, by regular proceed- 
ings, of tho officers at fault. 

St. Louis County’s officers have persistently 
turned their backs upon their sworn duty. In 
such circumstances it would have been the Gov- 
ernor’s duty, acting within the scope of his gen- 
eral authority and without express authorization 
by the Legislature, to enforce the law through 
his Attorney-General. The flagrant condition of 
lawlessness in the county challenges not only 
the home rule power of the locality but the force 
of law in the State as well. 

Insistence upon nonessentials in the matter of 
regulating personal conduct is, generally speak- 
ing, a foolish mistake of law enforcement, but 
when a condition of lawlessness on a consider- 
able scale confronts the forces of law and de- 
cency with a direct issue, then the latter must 
triumph, and triumph decisively. 

The new law, expressly authorizing the quo 
warranto proceedings, which goes into effect next 
week, will be invoked o. the complaint of citi- 
zens. That fact characterizes it conspicuously 
as a measure expressly designed for the protec- 
tion of localities against criminal dereliction of 
officials.

At last a man 
of action has put the question to the test. Will 
chere be g niche for him in the Dominion temple 
of fame or an empire-builder’s tomb in West- 
minster Abbey? 

Gentlemen adventurers envious of Young’s 
laurels, but lacking an incentive, may be remind- 
ed that the Spitsbergen Islands, in the Arctic 
Ocean, as our Consul-General at Christiana has 
pointed out, await a claimant. These islands, 
discovered by the Dutch in 1596 and long visited 
by Dutch whalers, have recently served mainly 
as whaling stations for Norwegians. They yield 
cargoes of oil, furs and eider down to the value 
of $500,000 yearly. Coal of fair quality has been 
found and game abounds, including reindeer, 
polar bears and ptarmigan. In addition to Nor- 
wegian interests, small investments of American 
capital have been made, but no nation has taken 
formal possession. 

Who will be the first to lead an expedition to 
this neglected lend? It is a great opportunity for 
sea rovers, to whom few territorial tid-bits are 
left.

OW that Champion Tommy Burns, 
N the pygmy heavyweight, has at 
last accepted the challenge of 
giant Jack Johnson, a genuine heavy- 
weight championship battle will soon be 
arranged. Johnson rejoices in the dig- 
nified title ‘‘negro heavyweight cham- 
pion of the world.’” Burns, who has 
been confining his attention to white 
men of late, has announced that he is 
willing to assert his ciaim ta suprem- 
acy, regardless of race or coior. 
Jimmy Coffroth’s offer of a - $25,00u 
purse is the incentive. Colma will be 
the battleground; 45 rounds the aistance 
lorty-five rounds is practicaliy a finish 
fight, for few finish afairs have passed 
that mark.

With gameness and 
300d inte.wi_ns Jehnson would certain- 
ly be one of the most dangerous big 
men that ever fought in a ring. On his 
record it is evident that he lacks 
either gameness or ring honesty.

*“Tohnson,” says McClintick, ‘is game 
enough. He has no yellow streak. The 
only trouble with him is that he isn’t 
eggressive enough. He is too careful. 
He stails along all through his fights, 
taking good care of his face and letting 
the other man do the work. It is al- 
most impossible to reach him. He does 
not take any chances. He has faced a 
lot of fighters. Perhaps that was be- 
cause he couldn’t get the matches with- 
out promising to be good.’’ 

Tommy Burns has faked a fight or 
two, as well as Johnson. JRut neither 
Johnson nor Burns has ever “laid 
down.”” When there has been anything

He 
declined to intimate upon whom his sus- 
picion rests. 

Wash Ants, negro proprietor of a 
hotel, was arrested here last night in 
connection with the murder. It is said 
that the shots which killed the young 
newspaperman were fired from the hos- 
telry owned by Ants, and Chief of Po- 
lice Ed Scott wished to question the 
negro, : 
The chief believes that Ants knows 
nothing of the shooting, but does not 
wish to overlook anything that might 
lead to the discovery of the murderer. 
Ants denies knowledge of the crime. 
An inquest, conducted yesterday by 
Coroner J. M. Turner, developed noth- 
ing that might indicate the identity of 
the slayer. The jury returned a verdict 
that Scott came to his death at the 
hands of an unknown person or per- 
sons. 

The World in its issue this morning 
states that its staff has been unable to 
find a clew to the assassin and the 
murder is still a deep mystery.

Residents of Rosa’ Park Appealed 
to Capt. McCulloch for 
More Care. 





The women of Rosa Park announce 
that they have been successful in their 
effort to induce the United Railways 
Co. to exercise greater care in the 
operation of cars over the Oak Hill 
railroad crossing at Gravois avenue. 

This is one of the most dangerous 
railroad crossings in the city. Several 


margins, and the residents of 
Park, a suburb reached by the Chero- 
kee cars, appointed a committee of 
women to wait on Capt. McCulloch and 
lay the situation before him and de- 
mand hetter protection. 

Mrs. F. W. Clostermeyer and Mrs. J.

Mrs. Staufenbeil’s daughter, Margaret, 
was a passenger on a Cherokee car ihat 
crashed through the gates in front of a 
train running 40 miles an hour at the 
crossing a month ago. The motorman 
lost control of his car as he approached 
the grade crossing, and being himself 
unable to stop it, turned on full power 
and dashed across the railroad tracks. 
The gates were reduced to splinters. 
The car got over in safety but the pas- 
sengers were badly frightened. 

After this incident the Rosa Park Im- 
provement Association took up the mat- 
ter und appointed a committee of wom- 
en to visit Capt. McCulloch and request 
that steps be taken to avert a possible 
accident with serious results. 

There is a sharp curve in the Oak 
Hill tracks at the Gravois avenue cr.oss- 
ing. The street railway tracks decline 
gradually from Osceola street to the 
jravois crossing. The railroad embaiik- 
ments make it impossible for train crew

Liverpool cables closed unchanged to

on the futures. Paris closed 4c higher 
to 2%c lower on wheat and %c lower 
on flour. Anawerp wheat closed un- 
changed. Berlin wheat %c lower and 
Eudapest wheat 2%c lower. Pradstreet 
reports an increase of 286,00 bu in wheat 
east of the Rocky Mountains and in 
Canada, a decrease of 2,900,000 bu in 
wheat in Europe and afloat and a total 
decrease of 2,614,000 bu, compared to an 
increase of 978,000 bu last year in the 
world’s visible supply of wheat. A Gov- 
ernment report showing the production 
of winter wheat and the condition of 
spring wheat will be issued Aug. 9, at 1 
Pp. m. our time. 

The local market was again quiet and 
the tone easy. Low temperatures were 
again reported in part of our Northwest 
and in Canada, but the weather is 
greatly improved and comparatively 
few damage reports from the spring 
wheat crop were received. The rela- 
tively steady cables which followed our 
sharp decline caused some scattered 
buying at the start and a fractional ad- 
vance was made early in the day, 
though lost later. The movement of 
winter wheat to the Western markets 
was again very heavy, with reported 
liberal country acceptances, and ship- 
ments were very small. Stocks at prac- 
tically all markets continue to inerease, 
The export demand, though somewhat 
improved, is still quite slow, and the 
heavy marketing of wheat which, after 
being some weeks late, is now getting 
into full swing both‘her and abroad, was 
one of the chief weakening features in 
today’s market. The cash demand for 
wheat at most markets wass low, and 
the Minneapolis cash market was espe- 
cially weak, No. 1 Northern wheat there 
selling fully 3c below. yesterday’s prices. 
Supplies in the Northwest continue to 
fall off, however. 

There was, a fractjonal advance at 
the start, but although there seems to 
be quite a line of short wheat out, trad- 
ers on this side of the market appeared 
to require more -radicat features than 
was apparent today to start them to 
cover. The early buying was soon ex- 
hausted, and the feature during the bal- 
ance of the session was the very light 
demand. The Chicago market was 
weak, as was Minneapofis, and this af- 
fected local-traders, many of the bulls 
who bought early in the day, selling out 
their lines. The pressure was not par-
